I GERMANY PREPARES

Ada, Okla., Aug. 26.— (Special)—- 
Cotton gins of Oklahoma have been 
requested by State Fuel Administra­ 
tor, P. A. Norris, not to fire up until 
ten bales are in sight for ginning. 
Mr. Norris has also requested gin 
men to co-opetate and operate only 
as many gins as necessary to Uke 
care of the crop. By complying with 
these requests, the gin men will save 
thousands of tons of coal, la a letter 
just sent to the gin men,'Mr. Norris 
says: 
I 
"The matter has been brought to I 
my attention that gins in various 
parts of the state are firing up to 
I gin one, two or three hales of cotton.! 
You realise that it takes almost as 
much fuel to gin one bale as it does! 
to gin ten. I, therefore, request that! 
you do not fire up until there are at 
least ten bales in sight to be ginned. 
This applies to all gins, and the fail­ 
ure of any manager to comply with 
this repuest will be token as an evi­ 
dence that he refuses to co-operate 
with the Fuel Administration in con­ 
serving coal or other fuel. 
"Due to tho small crop of cotton 
in Oklahoma, it will be a needless 
I use of fuel for all gins to operate. 
I wish to urge, therefore, in those 
places where more than one gin is 
located and the crop is not large! 
enough to give all them as a teir 
run. that the ginners gat togethers 
and operate only as many gins as 
necessary to toke care of, the cotton! 
crop. It is suggested that with gins 
not operating a division of the profits! 
might be made in some lawful and I 
equitable manner. The thing we are I 
interested in Is to save coal, and thai 
operation of more gins than are 
needed Is an unpatriotic waste of fuel 
at this time.

"I understand the State Corpora-1 
tion Commission will approve the 
ptan for only a part of the gins to 
operate. 
"Those ginners who have laid in 
their coal supply ami do not operate,! 
under the ariangemeS; almveiira? 
seated, can sell this coal at cost or at I 
the reguUr retail price in the town
